Rd. just north of Rock Creek were

Supervisors 
to

sanitary 
services to the area prim arily 
to serve the Snyder development. 
Administration of the services will 
be through the Municipal Author­ 
ly .

planned for the area are fire plugs 
and street lighting. Paym ent for 
the conveniences will be on a 
front foot assessment basis, super­ 
visors said. 
According to reports to the su­ 
pervisors. the installation of the 
water mains to the area is nearly 
complete. Installation of the sewer 
mains will begin after the Author­ 
ity secures bids in about a month. 
Discussion at the meeting in­ 
cluded extensive grading work on 
the Good Intent School Rd. pre­ 
paratory to eventual paving of 
2.5 miles of roadway. Bills total­ 
ing 12,791, mostly for the roadway 
construction, were approved.

No protests were lodged Friday 
when Gettysburg Tours, Inc., ap­ 
peared before the state Public 
Utility Commission at H arrisburg 
to seek permission to make bus 
tours of the Gettysburg Battle­ 
field. 
The hearing held in North Office 
building at 
Harrisburg was 
in 
contrast to a hearing recently 
held in the court room here in 
which Gettysburg Tours sought 
the sam e permission. 
Then taxi companies, battlefield 
guides and bus companies ap­ 
peared in opposition to a request 
by Gettysburg Tours that it be 
permitted to haul the general pub­ 
lic over the battlefield by bus, or 
by horse drawn conveyance. 
A day before that hearing, Get­ 
tysburg Tours, which plans a bus 
service which will visit various 
motels, museums, etc., and pick 
up customers for tours of the bat­ 
tlefield, during which the battle 
will be explained to the passen­ 
gers, had purchased from Capitol

Castro Forces Out Cuba's 
TO PUC FRIDAY President And Emerges As XAVIER CHURCH 
Isle s Undisputed Leader

HAVANA IAP* — Fidel Castro 
today forced out President Manuel 
Urrutia and touched off a mount­ 
ing clamor to withdraw his own 
resignation as prime minister. 
The 32-year-old Castro began his 
campaign to get rid of the man 
he personally chose as chief of 
state Friday by announcing his 
own resignation. 
Osvaldo Dortieos. who was elect­ 
ed Cuba's new' President, made 
a public appeal to Castro to stay 
in the government. 
The cabinet pledged support to 
him and refused to accept his 
resignation. 
4-Hour TV Speech 
Castro emerged triumphant in 
a dram atic show of strength that 
proved 
him 
Cuba’s 
undisputed 
strongman and whether he re­ 
mains 
as 
prime 
minister 
was 
clearly his own choice. 
After

sj>eech accusing Urrutia of under­ 
mining the revolutionary regime, 
Castro was asked by American 
correspondents whether he would 
withdraw his resignation.

The newspaper said that public 
pressure for Castro to stay as 
prime m inister was so heavy that 
it is certain the President will 
make a new appeal for him to 
remain in the government. 
The undercover feud between 
the prime minister and Urrutia. 
Castro's 
hand-picked 
President, 
came to a head in a fight over 
communism. 
Feeling ran high against the de­ 
posed president and he appealed 
to Raul Castro, commander in 
chief of the arm ed forces, for pro­ 
tection. 
Urrutia remained in the presi­ 
dential palace for more than three 
hours after resigning and then 
slipped out by using a ruse to 
throw off the angry crowd wait­ 
ing outside. 
While two cars sped out of op­ 
posite palace gates to draw away 
the crowd Urrutia and his family 
slipped into a limousine and raced 
through the main entrance. With 
him were his wile and three chil­ 
dren. including I-year-old Liber- 
tad tLibertyi who is Castro’s god­ 
daughter. 
Shouting that he is no Commu­ 
nist, Castro told a TV audience 
that Uurrutia tried to betray the 
revolutionary regime by posing as 
"the 
champion 
of 
anti-commu­ 
nism .” 
His voice quivering. Castro said: 
“ I have often said I am not a 
Communist and neither is the rev 
olutionary movement Communist, 
but we do not have to say we are 
anti-Communists just to fawn on 
foreign powers.” 
Urrutia quit while watching Cas­ 
tro denounce him before a na­ 
tionwide (TY) audience after dra­ 
matically announcing his own res­ 
ignation as 
prime 
m inister 
to 
force a showdown. 
Whether Castro would stick by 
his decision to give up the pre­ 
miership wasn’t clear. Weeping as 
he left the TV studio, he said he 
hadn’t made up his mind.

Individual 
cow characteristics such as breed, 
inheritance, age, stage of lacta­ 
tion and condition will affect the 
percentage of butterfat in the 
milk. Changes in temperature and 
humidity will also cause varia­ 
tions. Management practices such 
as milking practices and handling 
of cows can also cause tests to 


as the result of comparing tests 
obtained by the DHIA supervisor 
and those reported by the dairy 
plant. It is not logical to make 
such a comparison, and complete 
agreement between these tests 
cannot-be obtained. In addition to 
individual cow variations, weath­

the tests will not agree: 
I. The period of time covered by 
the tests is seldom the same.

T H E D E R IS IO N is wholly un­ 
justified. 
Moreover, 
it 
comes 
with poor grace from an Amer­ 
ican public already suffering from 


mental hip bunions and intellec 
fual saddle sores vicariously ac­ 
quired from fancied riding with 
Wyatt Earp, through Gun Smoke 
and behind Black Saddle, to a 
climactic, trigger happy “ walk 
down” the main street of Dodge 
City, Tombstone, or Abilene. 
The “ walk down” 
is 
indeed 
America's contribution to the lit 
erature, lore and history ot duel 
ling. It made a good story when 
Owen Wister first wrote it into 
the final encounter between cat­ 
tle thief Trampas and the heroic 
ranch foreman, the Virginian, in 
the now famous novel of the same 
name. 


But within these past fifty years 
of western pulp magazines, Hol­ 
lywood Horse Operas and the cur­ 
rent 
cactus 
fringed 
TV’ melo­ 
dramas, that same scene has been 
staged with such ludicrous and 
deadly variations that any gun 
play that does not leave at least 
two corpses and a shoulder wound­ 


ed hero in the dusty main street 
is such a panty waist production 
it could lose a sponsor. 
Actually, the two Argentine gen­ 
tlemen, having talked themselves 
into a duel, showed far better, 
second-thought judgment by miss 
mg one another than do any of 
the traditional Bad Men and Law 
Men who strew the TV screens 
with pseudo-dead and dying each 
and every week. 


SOMEONE WHO 
KNEW 
the 
history of duelling perhaps re­ 
minded the two Argentinian gen­ 
tlemen that the winner of a duel 
is usually the man who gets killed. 
Neither of them would want to 
be the winner on those terms. 
Take Alexander Hamilton and 
Aaron Burr. The latter was vice 
president of the United States, 
the former had been secretary of 
Hie treasury under Washington. 


B u i t killed Hamilton in a per­ 
fectly fair duel following the worst 


mud slinging election in N. Y. 
history. 
The 
dead 
Hamilton 
emerged a hero and Burr im­ 
mediately became a villain and 
has remained such unto his day. 
Commodore James Barron killed 
Commodore Stephen Decatur in 
a perfectly fair duel for remarks 
by Decatur that invited trouble. 
Barron spent the next thirty-one 
years of his life as a thorough­ 
ly alive, dihcr^di'ed naval officer 
and always on the “ awaiting or­ 
ders" list. Today his principal 
claim to a place in history is for 
having killed Decatur, a truly 
great 
naval 
officer, though 
a 
mediocre pistolero. 
One could offer a long list of 
less famous 
names of foolish 
duelists who technically won but 
actually lost because of the very 
nature of their success. 
Duelist* who cheated to kill an! 
opponent have been tried, found! 
guilty of murder, executed. Major! 
Campbell, who killed a Captain! 


Boyd, both of the English army 
is the most infamous case. 


THE W ESTERNERS, k is true 
were the men who guaranteed a 
murder with every duel. It was 
they who invented such combina 
tions as Bowie knives and left 
wrists lashed together. Double 
barrel 
shotguns 
at 
ten 
paces 
further reduced the duels to double 
murders. 


Pistols in low slung holsters for 
the main street “ walk down” gave 
both sides a better life insurance 
risk. But this seldom happened in 
real life. The record shows that 
the Earps and Doc Holliday went 
for the Clantons in the O.K. Cor­ 
ral with shot guns. 


Billy the Kid’s most famous 
fight, killing law men Bell and 
Ollinger, was a murderous dou­ 
ble-barrel shotgun operation. The 
Kid. in turn, was shot by Sher­ 
iff Pat Garrett, after dark, with 
a shotgun. 


Wild Bill Hickok and John Wes 
ley Hardin are typical of mr ny 
westerner* who were shot in the 
back before they had a chance to 
do a main street “ walk down.” 
The history of duelling thus suf 
gests it is the American concept 
of gunplay that merits derision. 
Senores Galeano and Rojas, by 
deliberately missing one another 
at ten paces, showed rare judg 
ment in withdrawing from a dif 
ficult 
situation. 
Besides, 
who 
enow* but that their seconds con­ 
spired and loaded the pistols with 
harmless, black bread bullets? 
t has been done, you know.
